The art of scalping bas

Scalping is commonly considered a

probable that scalping appeared to 
the early explorers of America as a 
new thing.

Vrevious to the Spanish discovery 
the Weapons of the Indians bad been 
very simple, being manufactured from 
stone, bones, shells or even reeds. The 
tribal wars, though numerous, were 
seldom bloody, and witb such priml- 
tlve means the braves found it both 
awkward and dangerous to remove the 
scalp of a fallen enemy. 

But the Europeans brought 
them firearms and fron knives. ‘Tbe 
former increased a handredfold the 
number of those killed in battle, while 
the latter made the process of scalping 
Qn easy one. Besides this, the whites 
encournged the custom by offering 
bounties for scalps 

‘The first premium of this nature was 
vffered in 1637 by the Vuritans, who 
gave a payment for every Indian head, 
the custom of scalping vot baving yet

A BANANA TREE.

Cut While Unripe. 

Contrary to popular bellef, bananas 
do not grow op the tree as they bang 
in the grocery, but with the small end 
of the fruit polnting upward—to all 
appearances upside down, 

There is probably no other fruit of 
such universal consumption § about 
whicb so little ls known to the average 
| person as the banana, Scearcely one 
man in a thousand not connected with 
the business knows what a banana 
tree looks like. 

The frult is never allowed to ripen 
on the tree, but ts cut half or three 
quarters “full’—that ts, balf to three- 
quarters developed, according to the 
distance It isto be shipped—and comes 
to maturity by feeding from the stalk, 
which contains a large amount of sap. 
Bananas cut in this way attaln prac- 
tieally the same size as if allowed to 
remain on the tree, in which case the 
bunch becomes too much of a burden 
for its support and either falls or 
breaks the tree and ripens on the 
ground. 

After the cutting the plantation ts 
“cleaned,” which merety consists of 
severing the standing tranks within a 
few feet of the ground, and a new tree 
comes forth from the remains of its 
predecessor, so that the fruit in all 
stages of growth Is to be found at the 
same time, and the yleld ts continuous.

The ball was crowded, and the claque 
was uproarious when Clemens appear- | 
| ed upon the platform. The lecture was 
delivered with manifest effort in a} 
slow, deliberate, drawling manner, and 
the lecturer pald no heed whatever to 
the Inconsiderate demands of “Faster, 
faster! We can't stay bere all night!” 
and otber urgent calls. 

Although Harte tried to steer the

GATHERING PRUNES. 


The Fruit Is Nover Picked, but Is Al- 
lowed to Fall to the Ground. 

A peculiarity of prunes is that they 
are never picked from the trees, but 
are allowed to fall to the ground. The 
reason is that a prune must be deed 
ripe, with all its sugar developed, or it 
will not cure properly. Therefore the | 
ground under the trees Is carefully pre- 
pared and leveled to mafe a soft, 
smooth bed for the falling fruit. Gath- | 
| ering the fallen prunes is a staple in- 


| 


| dustry in August and September, Boys 
| and girls and often entire families are 
employed in it, camping in the or- 
chards, 

Being gatlrered, the prunes are rolled 
down troughs full of tiny needles that | 
prick their skins. They are then dip- 
ped in a hot sctution containing lye, 
| which cleanses them, and rinsed in 
, cold water. Next they are put in 
broad, shallow wooden trays and laid 
in the sun for two or three weeks. 
This sun drying practically converts 
them into the staple prunes of com- | 
merce and of boarding house jokes. 
At the packing house they are assort- 
ed as to size by a machine which 
shakes them over a huge sieve. The 
farther the prune travels over the | 
sieve the larger the holes, and when | 
it comes to a hole a little bigger than 
itself it drops through Into the proper 
bin. It ts then run through a vat con- 
talning hot water and finally rolls 
down a chute into a wooden packing 
box—the same box ths® Sau see at the 
grocer’s. When the prunes powr from 
the chute, however, there is a remoya- 
ble frame about three inches high on 
top of the box. Box and frame go un- 
der a press, which promptly stamps 
down the contents so that they are no 
| higher than the top of the box, The 
| frame is lifted off, the cover Is nailed 
| on the box, and the prunes are ready 

to ship.—Will Payne in Saturday Even- 

ing Post.

Some 
manufacturers dry ‘gp screens in 
a few hours very dry, and thea 
spray, dump in a box, and let it 
draw back. 

Payne claims that quick evapora- 
t:on runs away with too much of 
the aroma and gum, and induces a 
flatness to the taste, and if dried 
by steam or near a fire a ‘‘smokey’”’ 
taste develops, and the cigar is apt 
te burn the tongue. 

Eventually the fillers are given 
over to the cigar makers, and here 
the cigar can be easily spoiled, 
generally by the workman placing 
some pieces crosswise, or by roll- 
ing too tightly, because the finest 
tebacco ever placed in a cigar will 
taste flat if the cigar does not pull 
easily.

FUNERAL COSTUMES. 


Their Extravagance Curbed by Law at 
One Time tn England. 
Sumptuary mourning laws were for- 
merly found necessary in England 
| to restrict the extravagance of the no- 
| bility and their imitators In the mat- 
| ter of funeral costume, At the end of 
the fifteenth century it was lald down 
that dukes, marqulses und archbishops 
should be allowed sixteen yards of 
cloth for thelr gowns, “sloppes” 
(mourning cassocks) and mantles; earls 
fourteen, viscounts twelve, barons 
eight, knights six and all persons of in- 
ferior degree only two. Woods were 
forbidden to all except those above the 
rank of esquire of the king's house- 

hold. 

In the following century Margaret, 
countess of Richmond, mother of Hen- | 
ry VII, issued an ordinance for the 
“reformation of apparel for great es- 
tates of women inp tyme of mourn- 
jugs.” So It seems that men and wom- 
eu bave met in the extravagance of 
sorrow. 

Even 200 years ago London trades- 
men found that court mourning serl- 
ously affected their business. Addison 
relates that at a tavern be oftem met a 
man whom be took for an ardent and 
eccentric royalist. Every time this 
man looked through the Gazette be ex- 
claimed, “Thank God, all the reigning 
families of Europe are well.” Occa- 
sionally be would vary this formula 
by waking reassuring remarks respect- 
ing the bealth of British royalists. Aft- 
er some time Addison discovered that 
this universal royalist was a colored 
silk merchant, who never made a bar- 
gain without inserting tn the agree- 


| ment, “All this will take place as long 


as no royal persopage dies in the in- 
terval.”—London Chronicle.

Violent or de- 
pressing emotions always disturb the 
equilibrium of body and mind alike. 
This being the fcase, it is Inevitable 
that when these emotions often recur 
or become continuous serious physical 
results will follow. The obvious les- 
son is, then, that mental serenity tends 
to bealth—is, in fact, an essential 
element of health—and that instead of 
resorting to mind “cures” after the 
health is broken it is wise to preserve 
the serenity as a preventive and safe 
guard against disease.

DECAY OF TIN. 


Remarkable Alteration Which Takes | 
Place In the Metal. 

Anything made of tin, it seems, is 
doomed to a brief existence. This | 
metal Is subject to a remarkable kind | 
of alteration, a species of disease to | 
which it is Hable. When exposed to | 
the alr tin undergoes no chemical | 
change, as do lrop and copper, which, | 
of course, chemically combine with the 
oxygen or with water. The tin, bow- 
ever, still remains metallic tin, but 
gradually becomes gray and dull and | 
falls to fine powder. | 

The disease is “catching.” It infects 
or induces the same change In other | 
masses of tin in the immediate neigh- 
borhood. We are told that in a Rus- | 
sian imperial magazine, In place of tin 
uniform buttons, little heaps of powder | 
were found. A consignment of Banka 
tin sent from Rotterdam to Moscow | 
in 1877 arrived at the Jatter place in 
the form of powder. ‘This alteration is 
due to a change in the internal crys- 


talline structure of the metal and Is | 


analogous to the slow transformation } 


of monoclinic sulpbur to rhombic sul- 
phur. As a result, objects of tin of 
archaeological interest are rare. Those 


that have been found have been in the | 


| form of earthenware yessels, knobs, 
ete., which have beev found In the 
Swiss lake dwellings coated with tin 
foil. Cassiterite or tinstone js the sin- 
gle ore from which the tin has been 
obtained in any quantity.—Knowledge 
and Scientific News, London.

The Globe printed the text of a re- 
markable address delivered before the 
Employers’ Association of Toronto by 
Mr. S. T. Bastedo, Superintendent of 
Government Annuities. The address 
should be read by every good Canadian, 
and carefully considered. 

The day of opportunity on the Am- 
erican continent is passing. The free 

lands will be exhausted in another 
quarter of a century. Great cities 
here, as in Europe, must inevitably

There are ten thousand mort- 
gaged homes in this city to-day in 
which every onnce of energy is de- 
voted to keeping up appearances, to 
Carrying the daily financial burden— 
homes in which there is nothing but 
dark foreboding when a look is cast 
forward to old uge.

1. The usual agricultural methods 
will utilize the soil’s store of plant food 
to good advantage and develop the 
tree as fast as it should grow. 


2. Fruit makes a much heavier de- 
mand than wood and foliage. Pro- 
bably every one knows that the fruit- 
buds for next year's crop are formed 
this fall. If there is not plenty of 
plant food available at this time then 
the fruit and foliage already on the 
tree use what there is at the expense 
of the fruit-buds, leaving the next sea- 
son to be an off year for such trees 
Thin the fruit. 

A judicious admixture of commer- 
cial fertilizers applied to the orchards 
as soon as the trees haye attained a 
considerable size and deyelopment will 
often hasten the time of bearing. In 
the spring, or just before the last cul- 
tivation in summer, add 250 lhs. of 
acid phosphate and 40 Ibs, muriate of 
potash. Do not put any of this mat- 
erial within two teet of the tree-trunk, 
Usually the cover crops supply suffi- 
cient nitrogen. On light soils the pot- 
ash may need to be increased as the 
orchard advances in years, 

Rational feeding of the orchard will 
bring more constant bearing, healthier 
trees, much longer bearing period, and 
a higher quality and greater quantity 
of fruit at a cost quite insignificant 
compared with the return received, 

Try it.

The 
audience followed very closely the evi- 
dence given by the County officials, 
Messrs, Turmmon, Cook and Bleecker, 
and Councillor Wright, After a most 
careful and exhaustive enquiry the fol- 
lowing verdict was given :— 

“We find that Herb. L. Eggleton 


‘came to his death by collapse of thg 


bridge known as Robinson's bridge, inh 
the township of Madoc, on the 11th 
day of August, 1910, through the neg- 
lect and general mismanagement of 
the County bridges by the County 
Council and neglect on the part of the 
County officials, and the jury would 
Strongly recormmend that the inspec- 
tion of bridges take place at this sea- 
son of the year, which would give the 
officials a better opportunity to exer- 
cise their judgment, and we would 
further recommend that the County, 
at the present time, look over the 
bridges and putin the necessary props 
in order to safeguard the public until 
proper structures can be built. 
Signed, ‘l. Nickle, foreman.” 

The examination was conducted by 
Attorney Anderson. The interests of 
the County was looked after by Mr.

Ferns, however, only produce spores 
for reproductive purposes. These 
spores germinate and go through the 
same process subsequently that flow- 
ers go through in the production of 
seeds. The spores expand when the 
germinating time comes and form a 
flat, green membrane. What are 
then really the flowers appear on this 
membrane. As a general rule after 
these fern flowers have matured the 
membrane dries up and disappears. 
In one family of ferns, however, na- 
tives of New Holland, named platy- 
cerium, this green blade is perma- 
nent and continues to enlarge, be-: 
coming really a portion of the plant. 
Every year a new blade is formed 


, which spreads over the old ones. The 


large plant is of a totally different 
character, having the fronds of ordin- 
ary ferns.

A GAMBLER’S RING. 


When Its Owner Deals the Cards Are 
an Open Book. ; 

A curious ring seen recently ts one 
that belongs to a gumbler, one of the 
most famous card players in the Unit- 
ed States. It isa heavy gold band af- 
fair and is exactly five-eigbths of an 
foch wide. Running around the band 
in such a way as to completely circle 
it is a row of five small signets. Each 
one of these is worked in gold In the 
form of a shield. These shields are 
polished on their surface and bear no 
marking of any sort. _ 

Inside the ring and grooved into its 
outer circle is another gold circle. 
When the ring is put op the operator's 
finger by a slight movement it is pos- 


sible to slide the outside band around 


The instant this is 
from under one of the small 
shields appears a minute mirror. This 
mirror is a scant quarter inch in diam- 
eter. 

When the operator sits in at a game 
of cards he wears the ring on the little 
finger of his right hand. 

When he slides the cards off the pack 
as he deals this little mirror comes dl- 
rectly under the card that is being 
dealt. The dealer, looking down at his 
bands as he deals, sees each card as it 
comes off the pack. He knows each 
ecard that be has dealt and exactly 
who bas the card : 

As the dealer puts the pack down by 
f movement either slow or fast it Is a 
perfectly simple matter to give the 
riug a slight rub, sliding it°back into 
its original position. ‘he mirror, even 
when it is exposed, Is always on the 
inside of the band and concealed from 
every one. After long practice it is 
possible to pull every card off the pack 
in such a manoer that it will reflect in 
the exact center of the mirror.—Boston 
Post.
